Elba council holds abbreviated meeting

The Elba City Council mecting 
on Monday night was an abbreviated 
session, with both Mayor Ricky 
Haywood and Mayor Pro Tem Brad 
Wilson absent. Both reported con- 
flicting commitments. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less was selected by those attending 
to preside at the mecting. 

The four council members 
present heard a report from Engineer 
Bobby Lee that bids on the planned 
turning lane at the intersection of 
Highway 84 and 189 were over es- 
timates, 

The projected work was possible 
due to a state highway department 
ae ge which gives gasoline tax 

unds to industrial access projects, 
even when the work in on state and 
federal highways such as this pro- 
ject. 

Low bidder was Couch, Inc. with 
a bid of $27,123.09. The next low 
bid was $13,000 higher. 

Estimated cost on the project was 
$17,200. 

Lee offered several alternates, in- 
cluding rejecting the bids and re- 
bidding. However he recommended 
the city seck other funds and hold 
this bid for the allowable 30 days. 

City Clerk Henry Clark said he 
had a mecting scheduled with Paul 
Morrow at Dorsey Trailers and with

The Coffee County Commission 
voied unanimously in Monday morn- 
ing’s meeting to “borrow” $4.5 mil- 
lion to build a new courthouse in En- 

rise. 

Technically, the Coffee County 
Public Building Authority (CCPBA), 
formed several months ago, will be 
floating a bond issue to raise the 
money. 

Commissioners approved two res- 
olutions clearing the way for the sale 
of the bonds to raise the necessary 
funds to construct the new facility. 

The first resolution was simply to 
clear up some of the wording in the 
charter which established the 
CCPBA. One example of this was 
the number of members listed in the 
charter, The number used was six; 
however, there are, and always has 
been, nine individuals on the authori- 
ty. 

The second resolution stipulates 
that the present courthouse property, 
and the additional property to be ac- 
quired by the authority, is to be de- 
eded to ity. 

It further states that once ‘the new 
facility is completed it will be leased 
back to the county, by the authority, 
with annual payments going toward 
the debt retirement, 

The annual payments, spread over 
a twenty year period, will ran 
from the first being $285,000 to 
final installment being $816,000. 

Both resolutions were approved 


Representative Garreth Moore. The 
council tabled the project until after 
these two contacts have been made. 

A short executive session was 
held at the request of Eddie Leng. 
Following this, council member Earl 
McCollough made a motion that if 
Mr. Long continues with his obliga- 
tions to the City of Elba until De- 
cember 30th, 1996, his obligations to 
the City of Elba would be considered 
paid in full, City Clerk Henry Clark 
was instructed to get with Long and 
notify the appropriate people. No 
other comments were made by city 
officials on this matter. 

The council voted to renew an an- 
nual contract with Southern Al- 
abama Regional Council on Aging, 
which is the senior citizens center 
funding. 

Acting Police Chief John Nelson 
gave a summary of past month’s ac- 
tivities. The department responded 
to 484 service calls; answered 44 
complaints; investigated 13 thefts 
and four burglaries. They issued 12 
traffic citations, including one DUI. 
There were 12 criminal arrest during 
this same period. The department 
also investigated four traffic ac- 
cidents, with no injuries. 

Nelson reported that a number of 
the personal property crimes have 
been solved and much of the stolen 
property recovered, including the

In this issue of The Elba Clipper there is a political ad co-sponsored 
by the four mayoral candidates who did not make it into the run-off 
election scheduled for next Tuesday. The unusual thing is that all 
four are publicly acknowledging their personal support for the same 
mayoral candidate! We have spent a lifetime around politics and 
politicians - for as far back as we can remember, due largely to a 
three generation family involvement in weekly newspaper publish- 
ing and never-ever can we recall such a unified action by so many 
former contenders. Even during the campaign these folks remained 
personal friends and we admire and greatly respect them for this 
fact. Maybe the not-so-secret key to this unusual unity is in the 
word “politician” ... not one of them will accept the label of politi- 
cian. They each describe their recent involvement in city politics 
simply as someone trying to be a good citizen, in the vein of our 
founding fathers. 


While on the subject of elections, it is probably very timely to again 
assure potential voters of the secrecy of their individual vote. Elba 
and Coffee County use mechanical machines, which mean once a 
vote is cast, only the voter and God will ever know for sure how 
that individual has voted. The subject car - up recently in a conver- 
Sation on voting and we were surprised to again hear that some peo- 
ple have reservations about this subject. If there is any doubt, we 
suggest the doubiers check with Mr. Collis Parrish, who maintains 
the machines for both the city and the county. He can explain how 
the voting is recorded and just how secret an individual vote really 
is. Meanwhile just remember that the old saying, “Only you and 
your hairdresser will ever know for sure,” can be honestly changed 
to “Only you and God will ever know for sure,” when casting your 
vote in Elba, Alabama.

Retaking America’s Youth from Megal Drugs 


Shocking results from a na 
tional drug abuse study were recently 
released to the public, Marijuana and 
cocaine use among America’s youth 
has increased by more than 140 per 
cent over the last four years, while 
use of all illegal drugs has risen by 
more than 70 percent. Interestingly 
enough, these increases coincide with 
the Clinton Administration which has 
a record of slashing federal anti-drug 
efforts 

In response to the Clinton's 
White House's retreat in the wat 
against drugs, the conservative Con 
gress has passed a series of measures 
aimed at ridding America’s streets of 
the newly-rising illegal drug menace 
In the 1980's, White House anti-drug 
policy focused on prevention and in 
terdicting illegal drugs at America’s 
borders. This policy yielded results 
as drug usage declined across the 
Hard among America’s youth. Un- 
fortunately. the successful “Just Say 
No” anti-drug campaigns of the last 
11 years have been replaced by the 
Clinton policy of “Just Say Nothing.” 

This summer, the conserva- 


tive Congress has taken over the hattle 
against illegal drugs by committing 
more resources to the front lines. In 


the 1997 Commerce, Justice, State 
and Judiciary spending bill, the U.S 
House approved $7.1 billion to 
strengthen anti-drug programs. Spe- 
cifically, $173 million more will go 
for the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DEA), while $56 million 
has been approved to halt drug traf- 
ficking on the Southwestern U.S. bor- 
der. We also approved $75 million 1o 
re-establish previous international 
drug interdiction efforts which were 
curtailed after 1992 

The U.S. House alsorejecteda 
Clinton Administration request to cut 
$32.3 million from the Defense 
Department's counter-drug program 
In fact, we believe so strongly that 
America’s military should play arole 
in illegal drug interdiction that we 
added $8 million 10 the Pentagon's 


anti-drug budget. Our efforts don't 
stop there however We address law 


enforcement’s needs for more re- 
sources and manpower to fight ille- 
gal drug activity. We've increased 
funding for the Justice Department 
by $1.6 billion and the FBI by $235 
million. We've even increased State 
Prison Grants funding to a new level 
of $680 million 

All of these new anti-drug 
measures are the conservative 
Congress's response to the Clinton 
Administration's terrible record on 


fighting drugs. As Clinton's own 
Drug Czar, Barry McCaffrey admit- 
ted in a Senate hearing last week, 
“We took our eye off the ball.” 
Frankly. that’s putting it mildly. Since 
taking office, the Clinton Adminis- 


tration has slashed his own Drug 
Czar's staff by 83 percent, while chop- 
ping funding for federal drug inter- 
diction efforts by 25 percent 
Incredibly, Mr. Clinton has 
even scaled back law enforcement 
with reduced mandatory minimum 


sentences for drug trafficking and a 
de-emphasis on drug enforcement 
Under his watch, federal drug case 
filings are down 10 percent and drug 


interdiction effectiveness has 
dropped by 64 percent 

With such an open disdain for 
drug enforcement by the White 


House. it's no wonder that America’s 
youth are in such trouble with illegal 
drugs. Even liberal Democrat Con- 
gressman Charlie Rangel of New 


York City said he has “never, never, 
never” seen a White House with so 
little interest in fighting drugs 
(CNN, 1/31/94) 5 

America’s families should be 
strengthened through a real war on 
drugs at our borders, in our commu- 
nities. schools and homes.

The Community Cop program al 
lows studerits to gain work experience 
While still in high school, Part of the stu- 
dent's day is spent wt school, and part of 
the day is spent on the job. As the pro 
gram is a community co-op program, the 
students can choose from any job field 
for their half day work, 

While in school, cooperitive educn 
tion students take regular school subjects 
Plus the cooperative education class. Th 
the cooperitive education class, ‘the 
leacher-coordinator teaches job seeking 
skills, employment issues, working reln- 
ionships, checking accourits, filing tax- 
és, and many other important topics for 
working students, 

To be vligible for the co-op program, 
the student must be a junior or senior, at 
lewst 16 years of ape, and must be in 
good academic standing, Students are re- 
sponsible for finding their own jobs, 
however, the coordinator ussists when 
possible, 

Students Who are enrolled in the 
Community Co-op Program are expected 
to work for the entire year, Changing 
jobs is discouraged but is allowed under 
special circumstances With the permis- 
sion of the teacher-coordinator, The stu- 
dents must Work a minimum of 15 houts 
per Week in order to receive credit for 
the class, Once during each grading 
term, the co-op coordinator Visits the stu- 
dent's work place, 

Three credits may be earned for Com- 
munity Co-op--one credit for the co-op 
class and two credits for the Work experi- 
ence, In order to earn all three credits, 
students must follow the guidelines for 
the Community Co-op Program which is 
signed by both the student and the par- 
ent/guardian at the begirining of the 
school year, 

There is a $15 fee for enrollment in 
the program. In addition, membership in 
Future Business Leaders of America 
(FBLA) is required. FBLA membership 
adds $8 to the program fee.

That old saying cortainly rang 
true for the Elba Tigers last Friday night as they made cnough mistakes to 
lose scvoral games in a 7-0 scason-opening defeat at the hands of the 
Charles Henderson Trojans. The Tigers committed 9 penaltics, dropped at 
least 4 passes, lost 2 fumbles and made countless mental mistakes. De- 
spite all of these mistakes, Elba was still in the game until the final scc- 
onds and had a couple of chances to pull out the win. The mistakes were 
bad and helped lead to the loss; however, it took a good tcam to almost 
overcome those mistakes and still have a chance to win, There wore good 
things and bad things that happened in Friday night's loss, but the good 
weren't all that good, and the bad weren't really all that bad, Tl was just.a 
typical opening game, and one from which the Tigers should Icarn a lot of 
lessons to be used in the wecks to come 

Now to the game...the Elba offense never got into any kind of flow in 
the Joss and if not for Charles Henderson penaltics would have never 
even threatened to put any points on the scoreboard. The Elba running 
game really didn’t look all that bad, but the Tigers never seomed com- 
mitted to establishing their running game, and as a result never got any- 
thing going on the ground. Bobby Burks and D’Undray Petcrson com- 
bined to gain 133 yards on 23 carries, an average of almost six yards per 
carry, which should be good cnough to win most games, The passing 
game was out of sync for most of the night and some passes were 
dropped, but a big part of the passing woes was due to ‘the Charles Hen- 
derson defensive backs. Time and time again Elba quarterback Troy 
Bryan had plenty of time ‘to find a receiver, only ‘to find his receivers cov 
ered, and then ‘had to scramble out of the pocket. It is true that the Elba 
offense was shut-out and for the most part wasn’t impressive; however, it 
was the first game of the scason and 1°m sure the coaches Icarned as 
much as did the players, and will emphasize the positives im practice scs- 
sions this week. 

The Elba defense battled the speedy Charles Henderson backs and re- 
ceivers throughout the game and certainly played well cnough to win. 
Only twice im the entire game did Charles Henderson make more than one 


first down on any possession, and in the scoond half the Tigers allowod 
only two first downs and 33 yards in total offense. Elba's defensive unit 
wasn't the biggest ever to hit the ficld wearing the “Black and Gold,” but 
it had as much desire and imonsity as any team | can remember, and nev- 
cr quit no matier the situation. Elba’s defcnse may not be as dominating 
as some in the past; however, it showed Friday night that it will get afier 
the foothall on every play and that it has as much quickness as any team,

Summing up the loss, 1 guess it simply proved once again that games 
are won and lost on the field, and just because a team is supposed to win 
doesn't mean it will, Elba was supposed to win over a Charles Henderson 
team that went 0-10 last season, but didn’t play winning football for all 
48-minutes, and the result was a very disappointing loss. One loss doesn't 
make the scason a disaster, and if the playcrs can always look ahcad and 
focus on their next opponent, the wins that will come will more than 
make the pain of losing only a memory

Dealing with teen depression and suicide 


The teen years are supposed to be 
full of excitement, adventure, 
friends and fun, However, that isn't 
always the case, 

Teen depression can be found in 
urban and rural farming communi- 


© ties all across the United States, And 


too many times, suicide is the 
choice teens make for dealing with 
depression, No parent wants to be- 
lieve their teen is depressed or even 
suicidal, In fact, many adults find it 
hard to understand why a teen 
would consider suicide at all, As a 
result, the warning signs a depressed 
teen may be presenting are often 
overlooked, 
During the teen years, a lot is 
happening developmentally, Adoles- 
' cence is a time during which teens 
must develop a sense of identity and 
clarify their values and beliefs, Dur- 
ing this process, adolescents are 
faced with pressures of peer groups 
and popularity, girlfriend/boyfriend

community should sit up and take 
notice, Sometimes a teen suicide 
Will trigger a “cluster effect” in a 
community, A teen suicide may 
prompt other teens who see it as a 
way to identify with a peer group, A 
shape depressed teen may 
view another teen's suicide as an ac: 
ceptable alternative to ending his 
own hopelessness, 

Talk to your teen when a suicide 
occurs in your community, Discuss 
with your teen the end choices the 
other teen made, Talk about what 
happened, what led up to the suicide 
and what could have been done in- 
stead of suicide. 

Help your teen see and under- 
stand suicide in real terms, How 
does suicide affect other people in- 
cluding the det members? What 
other options could have been there 
for the teon instead of suicide? 

Danger signals may alert a parent 
to their teen's depression, A teen 
may complain about being rotten or 
dying inside. There may be verbal 
hints such as “T feel like I'm going to 
die” or “You won't have to worry 
about me much longer.” Pay alten- 
tion to these statements and think 
about what is going on in your teen's 
life. Look beyond the surface and 


warning signal, A change in your 
teen's mood of disposition should be 
noted, 

Once you notice these things in 
your teen, come straight out and ask 
them, “Are you thinking about sui- 
cide?” Confront your teen, 

They won't be provoked into sui- 
cide just because you suggest he is 
thinking about it, If the thought of 
suicide isn’t there, bringing. up the 
thought won't put it there, Bringing 
up suicide will show your teen you 
notice he or she is feeling bad, 

If your teen is thinking about sui- 
cide, help your them solve their 
problem, Get your them to talk to 
someone he or she trusts and can 
talk to, Don't be upset if your teen 
doesn't want to talk to you, The im- 
portant thing is to get your teen to 
talk to someone, 

Depression and suicidal thoughts 
are treatable conditions, Help can be 
found from doctors aid mental 
health professionals,

Senator Heflin said, “Each time the 
Pea River in Elba and the Choc- 
tawhatchee in Geneva flow over 
their banks it damages the levees. If 
we can do the repairs now, we can 
avoid further damage later when the 
flood waters rise again.” 

Already, the Army Corps of En- 
gineers has studied the problems as- 
sociated with the levees and has 
plans for the best methods in which 
to fix them.
